Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SeorioN 1. That each and every town in the counties
of Hennepin, Scott, LeSueur, Waseca and Freeborn, and
each and every town in any other county through which
county the line of said railroad may be located, is hereby o tame bonde—
authorized by a vote of a majority of the supervisors ™ ™"Puroe:
thereof, subject. to the approval and ratification of the
legal voters of such town, us hereinafter provided, to cre-
ate and issuc bouds, with interest coupons attached, in
such amounts, of such denominations, with sugh rate of
interest and payable at such times and places, as to said
supervisors may seem proper, and may pledge the faith
and credit of said town tor the payment of the interest
and principal of said bonds, and said supervisors are
hereby authorized to enter into any agreement with the
Minnesota Western Railroad Company or its authorized
agents, in relation to the time of issuance, amount and in-
terest of its bonds 80 to be issued, and where and to whom
the same shall be payable. Provided, That the time of
payment of said bonds shall not be more than thirty years,
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and the rate of interest not more than eight per cent. per
anpum.
